RETON (Jerry Lewis) goes 
AWOL from his habitat in out- 
er space to make a flying visit to a 
small planet—the earth. The earth 
is Kreton’s hobby and he arrives 
there in his space ship dressed as a 
Confederate General because he be- 
lieves it to be the period of the Civil 
War although actually it is 1960. He 
has set his ship down somewhere in 
Virginia in the garden of Roger Put- 
nam Spelding (Fred Clark), one of 
the least informed of the nation’s 
television commentators. 

Because there’s a costume ball, 
Kreton’s uniform fails to arouse 
surprise among Spelding’s family 
which includes Ellen (Joan Black- 
man), the luscious daughter, and 
Rheba (Lee Patrick), the flimsy- 
brained wife. But when Kreton re- 
veals himself and demonstrates his 
ability to read the minds and control 
the conversation of the earth people 
by throwing at them what he calls 
“The 14” the Speldings are flabber- 
gasted.

Kreton is so enamoured of Ellen 
he decides once and for all to be- 
come an earthling. The girl’s kiss 
deprives him of his powers. The 
angry Conrad elopes with Ellen and 
Kreton tries to be noble and _ lie 
about his feelings. Delton, listening 
in from above, tosses a “14” at Kre- 
ton, whose love-lorn thoughts for 
Ellen are revealed aloud. 

A wild melee follows. The fleeing 
Kreton is almost cornered by his 
pursuers and is deluged with water 
and tear gas to make him surrender.
